6. The current union contract between the city and any sheriffs deputy/police officer imions.

The County is attaching a copy of a spreadsheet which addresses your requests numbers 1 
through 3. The Monterey County Sheriffs Office does not have a document which addresses 
your request number 4. The results of any investigations concerning a deputy’s use of force 
would be kept in the deputy’s personnel file.
